The claims are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest a clutch interposed between an engine output 
shaft and a rotor of the motor that is connected to an input shaft of the transmission 
mechanism portion, wherein an output member of the clutch is configured by a cover, 
the cover houses friction plates of the clutch, an actuator, and an input member of the 
clutch connected to the engine output shaft; and the rotor of the motor is integrally 
connected to the cover, as set forth in the claimed combination.
